WAITING FOR AN 
ANSWER. 


28th December. 

THosE whose memory carries them 
back forty-two years, to the time 
when England had sent a demand to} 
the United States for the rendition of | 
the two Confederate delegates whom 
Commodore Wilkes had forcibly 
taken out of the British mail-steamer 
Trent, will remember how the occa- 
sion. inspired Sir John Tenniel to! 
produce one of the finest cartoons he 
ever drew for “ Punch,” “ Waiting for 
an Answer.” The attitude. of Great 
Britain then is the attitude of Japan 
now ; still hoping for peace, but pre- 
pared for the worst. Forty-two years 
ago the United States sent back the 
olive-branch, for President Lincoln 
and his Secretary of State, Mr. W. 
H. Seward, were great men, and were 
not afraid to own that Commodore 
Wilkes was in the wrong; it is to 
be hoped that the Czar and his 
advisers will be equally magnanimous. 
It. is certain that Japan will not 
rook now any such delay as Russia 
made before answering the proposals 
that were submitted two months ago. 
It took Russia forty days to decide 
to tell Japan. that what. Russia was 
doing in Manchuria was no concern 
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of hers, but was entirely China’s 
affair; and that Russia could not 
consent to allow Japan pre-eminence 
even in the south of Corea, because 
her communication by sea between 
Vladivostock and Port Arthur would 
thus be endangered. As the“ Jiji” 
says, “it is not conceivable that 
Japan could thus tamely agree 
to be thus quictly thrust aside : 
to be told, in short, to mind her own 
business, so far as Manchuria is con- 
cerned, and to be placed in a worse 
position with regard to Corea than 
that now actually occupied by her. 
In all sincerity, therefore, she has 
asked Russia to reconsider the situa- 
tion. Should reconsideration lead to 
no more satisfactory terms, then un- 
happily nothing will remain except 
an appeal to the sword.” This the 
‘Japan Mail” considers a true pre- 
sentation of the circumstances, and 
it goes on to say :-— 

“What_ suggests itself to onlookers 
is that Russia has fallen into the 
error of imagining that Japan 
will not fight. Otherwise it is hard 
to understand the nonchalance shown 
by St. Petersburg and its manner of 
trifling with Japan’s proposals. Yet 
did the statesmen of St. Petersburg 
consider the question carefully, they 
would see that this, is a matter of 
life and death to Japan, whereas to 
Russia it is merely an episode in a 

igantic programme of aggressive 
cay ire-bullding. Tf Japan allow her- 
self to be effaced now, it means per- 
manent effacement. It means that 
she must either step out of Corea, 
where her interests enormously out- 
weigh those of all the other Powers 
But ingether, or engage there Jin a 
struggle of intrigue and complication 
whieh cannot fail to end either in 
war or in final expulsion. No one 
seriously imagines that she will sub- 
mit to such a humiliating sacrifice 
of her interests. Even supposing 
thatthe things said of the present 
Japanese Cabinet by its enemies 
were true, even supposing that the 
Ministers of the Crown and the Elder 
Statesmen were disposed to endure 
any natural disgrace rather than to 
draw the sword, there remains the 
Japanese nation which has very 
clearly displayed its mood. We can 
scareely think that Russia labours 
under such a gross misapprehension, 
yet no other hypothesis fully accounts 
for her procedure.” 

The statesmen at St. Petersburg 
are ina sufficiently difficult position, 
It is Russia that does not want to 
fight, and that will incur a serious 
loss of prestige by at this eleventh 
hour accepting Japan’s proposals. 
She is further troubled by the tact 
that notwithstanding all the efforts 
of her representatives in China in 
the last few years, the Empress 
Dowager has determined that China 
must fight to recover Manchuria... The 
latest. telegrams . of Reuter .that. we 


publish this morning must not be 
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taken too seriously. ‘The increased 
activity of the mounted bandits in 
Manchuria, many of whom Russia en- 
listed and trained and then disbanded, 
is to be alleged, of course, as an excuse 
for Russia’s remaining in Manchuria, 
and China’s distrust is another reason 
_ why she cannot withdraw her troops. 
Meanwhile, Japan is waiting for 
an answer, She has waited now for 
months with unexampled self-control 
and -forbearance, while under her 
anxious eyes her possible enemy has 
been daily increasing her fighting 
trength. It is impossible that she 
can Wait many days longer, Last 
night’s telegram from our correspon- 
dent at Tokio shows that there is a 
general apprehension there that no 
favourable answer will come from 
Russia, unless the peace party at St. 
Petersburg should after all prevail. 





THE SITUATION. 


29th December. 

As we suggested in our leading 
article yesterday, the Japanese Go- 
vernment is not hopeful that Russia’s 
answer to what is practically Japan’s 
ultimatum will be favourable. ‘The 
question before the Elder Statesmen 
and the Japanese Cabinet is no 
longer, our Tokio correspondent tells 
us, whether there shall be peace or 
war, but how best to raise the funds 
to défray the cost of the war, which 
is now believed to be really inevit- 
able. 

‘The real struggle between Russia 
and Japan is for the protectorate of 
Corea. Russia's aim has been for 
years to secure an ice-free port on 
the Pacific for her fleet, and as the 
terminus of her trans-Siberian rail- 
way. Vladivostock was first selected 
for these purposes, but it is frozen 
up in the winter. The Japanese 
were then turned out of the Linotung 
Peninsula by Russia with the 
assistance of Franco and Germany, 
and two ports were fixed on; Port 
Arthur for the fleet and Dalny for com- 
mercial purposes, the harbovr at Port 
Arthur being very cramped. Dalny 
had the reputation of heing an ice-free 
harbour, but the anchorage is so 
exposed towards the north, that it 
was necessary to build a breakwater. 
Tt was, however, the northerly winds 
that kept-the sea in agitation and 
prevented its freezing; the break- 
water has given smooth water, and 
the smooth water freezes. The Rus- 
sian idea now is to secure a port for 
naval and commercial purposes on the 
south coast of Corea; but a Russian 
naval port on the south coast of Corea 
would be a standing menace to 
Japan.’ ‘The concession to Russia of 
a port in Corea would involve the 
building of a ‘branch of the trans- 
Siberian railway through Corea to 
that port, and this would mean a 
farewell to Japan’s hope of being 
the dominant- Power in the Corean 


peninsula. “On the other hand, it 
must be'remembered that Japan now 
owns the southern side of the Corean 
Strait, which is part of Russia’s marine 
highway between Vladivostock and 
Port Arthur. By acquiring permanent 
predominance in Corea, Japan would 
command both sides of this Strait, a 
state of things which ‘Russia cannot 
contemplate with satisfaction, Corea 
is unfortunately so weak that she 
cannot stand without leaning on some 
other Power; she leant on China 
until Japan ‘drove China away, and 
Japan finds herself irresistibly com- 
pelled now to try and drive Russia 
away. The situation is such that if 
terms were now arran; at the 
eleventh hour, ‘the war :would only 
be postponed, not averted, and delay 
is obviously more ‘in Russia's favour 
than Japan's. 

By her unfulfilled promises in re- 
ference to Manchuria, Russia -has 
done a great deal to alienate the 
sympathy of the independent. Powers. 
‘These Powers have’ undoubtedly done 
their best to prevent an outbreak of 
which no one can foresee the end, and 
which may be very unpleasantly, 
complicated if China maintains ‘her 
present attitude of hostility to Russia. 
It is certainly satisfactory to see that 
China has self-respect enough left to 
determine that it is her own business 
to recover her three eastern provinces 
which she allowed some of her 
statesmen to sign away before she 
realised their treachery; but it is to 
be hoped that the other Powers will 
mutually determine that whether 
China joins in the fray or not, they 
will all keep the ring and not take an: 
open part in the fight. Japan herself 
has too much confidence in her own 
strength to ask for overt assistance, 
and important as the cause of conflict 
is to her, it does not seem important 
enough to the world generally to 
justify other European Powers being 
dragged into the contest. For the 
Powers that have large interests on 
the Pacific, as Great Britain and the 
United States have, it is really a 
question of very great importance, 
and it is much to be regretted that: 
the Governments of the two English- 
speaking nations have not. openly 
jeined Japan in saying definitely to 

ussia how far she may go; have 
not definitely forbidden her to annex 
any Chinese territory ; and insisted 
on the complete maintenance of the 


and integrity of China, or to close 
the'door to the trade: of -the’world, 
and there would “have:beén no war.

Accidents to Steam Launches. 

Chinkiang has not yet been struck with 
the move of the West, and exciting news 
is a rare thing. It was reported that a 
steam launch was capsized near Tsing- 
kiangp'u, and many lives were lost. The 
engines of one of the lanuches broke down 
a few days ago in coming from Yang- 
chow, and making port was not easy. + 
‘These launches need some kind of vigilant 
and effective control, so as to make them 
in some degree safe. As they are now 
managed they are not safe. They are 
nearly always overcrowded, and there is 
much carelessness in running them. ‘The

It is not easy to obtain 
able information as to origin or extent, yet 
it is known to have commenced in a bvot- 
shop, probably through the overturning of 
an oil Janp on a bed or through the igniting 
of some bedding by a brazier, Various 
estimates are given as to the number of 
houses destroyed ranging from 300 to 400, 
and the loss bet ween $100,000 and $200,000, 
Some of the shops hurnt were the latest 
in the city ; only in one instance had an 
insurance been taken out, The red hue of 
the flames was plainly discernible 23 iniles 
away. As faras can be ascertain. valy 
three lives were lost, a woman and two 
child-on.

The Dissolution. 

Tho recent dissolution of the Japanese 
Diet is reported to be cousidered in Europe 
as « means of strengthening the hands of 
the Government and as helping to er sure 
the peaceful conclusion of the negotiation 
pending. But such an inference is not 
necessarily correct. ‘Tho dissolution was 
not previously designed by the Govern 
ment, but was only made inevitable by 
the extraordinary situation presented by 
the carcless action of the Lower House. 
Truth to tell, even those who are respon- 
sible for the recent obnoxious reply t» 
the Throne would scarcely hive intended 
such far-reaching consequences.

Extraordinary Means,

London. They must have been manufac- 
tured or imported wholesale for the 
oceasion. There was a time, not so very 
many months ago, when the cordiality of 
Italy towards this country was not entirely 
above suspicion. She was coquetting 
with France, and France iwas not then 
on’ the best’ of terms with us. Now, 
however, all that is forgot en. Since our 
King’s memorable visits to Portugal, Ttaly, 
and France we have been on the best of 
terms with the Latin nations, and we ‘can 
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emember with enthusiasm the friendship 
which has bound Italy and England to- 
gether since Italy became a nation. 

The Guildhall Ceremony. 

‘The presentation of an address to their 
Majesties at the Guildhall was of course 
exactly on similar lines to the many cele- 
brations of the. kind which have taken 
place in that historic building ; and it 
inly vied with the best of them in 
brilliancy. Of course our King and Queen 
did not accompany their guests to the City. 
‘That would be‘ contrary to etiquette, for 
it would in soe measure have ‘withdrawn 
attention from those whom the City was 
honouring ; but the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and a number of other Royalties 
were present, and Royal Italy was mani- 
festly gratified by the extraordinary warmth 
of the reception. Allusion was of course 
made’ on both sides to the occasion when 
King Victor's grand father, the first sove- 
reign of United Italy, received a similar 
tribtite ftom the British capital. Everybody 
recognises: the great value of these Royal 
isits in stimulating international good 
ig atid aiding in the preservation of 
peace; and in the present nstance at all 
events it is pleasant to be able to record 
that the exchange of amenities has given 
risé to no spiteful comments in the con- 
tinental Pres. It is recognised that a 
good understanding between Great Britain 
and Italy is not a matter which need 
occasion alarm or jealousy in any other 
nation. 


Sir Michael's Backsliding. 

In connection with the fiscal campaign 
tho most striking event of the week has 
beon Sir.Michael Hicks-Beach’s speech 
at the Conservative Colston banquet at 
Bristol.. A good doul of anxiety was felt 
by Free Traders, especially by Unionist 
Free ‘Traders when it became known that 
the Prime Minister and Sir Michael were 
both to be present and to speak at this 
banquet, and their fears proved not to 
be unfounded. It'is true that the ex- 
Chaneellor of the Exchequer declares 
his continued, adherence, to Free ‘Trade 
and his, unalterable opposition to Mr. 
Chamborlain’s proposed food taxes ; but he 
took the opportunity at Bristol to assure 
‘Mr. Balfour of his loyal support of the 
Government in its official attitude on the 
question. He approves, in theory at least, 
of the policy-of resorting to retaliation in 
order to induce foreign countries to modify 
their Protectionist barriers against our 
trade. is fairly. clear,-ton, that an 
understanding had been arrived at beeween 
Mr. Balfour aud Sir, Michaol beforehand, 
for.the Prime Minister in'his speech care- 
fully refrained from any repetition of the 
encouragement which he has previously 
given to Mr. Chainberlain in his-campaign. 
Sir Michael is, evidently engaged in a 
desperate attempt to reunite the Unionist 
Party,on’ the basis of Mr. Balfour's 














proposals. He agrées that there need 
bé no ‘general election until this Parlia- 
ment expires by , lapso of time, and 





he hopes that in the meantime Mr. Cham- 
berliin’s food-tax’ scheme may be knocked 
on thé head. To most people, however, 
whether they ate Free Traders or “Tariff 
Reformers,” this seems a vain hope, There 
is no enthusiasm for Mr. Balfour's scheme. 
‘Whatever may be the viow of the majori 
of thé electors there can be no question 
that the great mass of the - Unionists 
are with Mr. Chamberlain. Whether Mr. 
Chamberlain will win may be questioned ; 
but that he will succeed in his object of 
making his scheme and not Mr. Balfour's 
the test question at the coming election it 
is almost impossible to doubt. 

Liberal Reunion. 

Sir, Henry Campbell-Bannerman has’ 
publicly. weicomed the message of peace 
“flung” to him by Lord,, Rosebery. . He, 
could hardly do otherwise. “The noble Earl 
had declared that in face of the danger 





with which, in the view of Free Traders, the 
country and the Empire are threatened ia 
Mr. Chamberlain's proposal, it was the duty 
of all Liberals to ignore the ‘personal 
equation ” and fight shoulder to shoulder. 
In the face of that declaration Sir Henry 
could not, even if he had been so disposed, 
refuse to be reconciled. So there is now 
but one tabernacle, and Lord Rosebery 
leaves his lonely furrow and takes his place 
once more among the Liberal leaders. 
But whether “C.B.” altogether re- 
lished the tremendous cheering which 
greeted Lord Rosebery’s name when he 
referred to the message of peace may be 
doubted, and the public will not be quite 
convinced of the reality of the recondili- 
ation until the two men appear on one 
platform. Then the qnestion arises, who 
will’be the leader? A strong effort’ will, 
I believe, be made to get Earl Spencer to 
accept the position. Lord Rosebery 
could not decline to servo under Lord 
Spencer without laying himself open to the 
charge of reviving the “personal equ- 
ation;” and as Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman has never been anything 
more than leader of the Liberal Party 
in the House of Commons, he could 
without loss of dignity retain this position 
while acknowledging Lord Spencer as a 
leader of the whole party. ‘This solution 
of the problem is rendered all the more 
likely by the disclosure made in Morley’s 
“Life of Gladstone” that when the Grand 
Old Man finally retired it was Lord Spencer 
whom he nominated for the succession to 
the Promiership. Whether the selection 
of Lerd Rosébery was due to the personal 
preference of the Sovereign, to intrigues in 
the Cabinet, or to other causes we do not 
kuow for certain, but we do know that if 
Mr. Gladstone ‘had had his way Lord 
Spencer would have succeeded him, and 
then probably the dissensions which’ have 
sinee played such havoc with the Liberal 
Party would have been avoided. 

An Anti-Vivisector’s Libel. 

The Hon. Stephen Coleridge has been 
condemned to pay £2,000 damages, and 
costs amonnting to no one knows how 
much for » libel against Dr. W. M. Bayliss, 
Assistant Professor of Physiology at 
University College. The case created an 
extraordinary amount of interest. The 
Qourt was absolutely besieged on cach of 
the four days of the hearing, and all the 
efforts of the judge could not prevent 
public displays ‘of fecling both for and 
against the defendant. ‘Che libel was 
contained in a book circulated by the 
Anti-Vivisection Society, of which Mr. 
Coleridge is honorary secretary ; and it 
accused Dr. Bayliss of having vivisocted a 
dog without having properly ancesthetised 
it according tv law. Mr. Coleridge seems 
to have accepted in a very reckless way the 
impressions of two Swedish laties—strong 
Anti-Vivisectionists—who witnessed the 
operation ; and as the libel was certainly 
calculated to do Dr. Bayliss great harm, 
and its falsity was overwhelmingly proved, 
Mix. Coleridge cannot complain of the 
heaviness of the damages. It is not 
probable that they will all fall 
upon. himself: “The Anti-Vivisectionist 
Society numbers among its members a 
good many wealthy men; and they may 
be expectel to come to the assistance of 
their honorary secretary, who has erred 
through excess of zeal. Indeed there are 
many. who consider that although Dr. 
Bayliss did not break the law, and the dog 
Jon which he operated was rendered incap- 
jable of feeling pain, there is still no 
i justification for the operation which he 

performed. Only a few extremists would 
forbid all experiments on living animals, 
but there are many who feel that 
vivisection should be rigidly confined to 
purposes of, real scientific. research. In 
Dr. Bayliss's cas¢ the operation was not 
made for research but in order to demon- 
strate to the stude ntscerta in well-estab- 





























lished facts ; and the argument that. the¥e 
facts could notbe adequately taught without 
vivisection was by no means conclusive. On 
the continent, where the restrictions w 
vivisection are far less rigid than in Eoy 
land, appalling suffering isoft en inflicted on 
dumb animals in the name of science ;-and 
I do not think anyone who has had an 
opportunity of judging will deny that these 
experiments have a tendency to render 
students callous to suffering. It is quite 

ossible that though Mr. Coleridge has 
Esa to pay dearly for is indiscretion, 
tho case may lead toa further restriction 
of vivisection, ‘which surely should only 
be permitted ‘when there is a practical 
certainty that the desired end may be 
attained by its meansand by no other 
means. 








(PROS OUR LADY CORRESPONDENT.)

Visit of the King and Queen of 
Italy. 


It seems curious, but I believe it is an 
undoubted fact, that although we have 
existed as a nation—and a great and im- 
portant one—for many centuries this is 
the first occasion in our history on which 
we have received a visit from a reigni 
King of Italy.

looked most festive—not quite up to Coro- 
nation form but certainly smarter than wo 
did when President Loubet paid his visit to 
the city last June, Also, most wonderful 
of all, the sun showed himself. November 
has been so very much up to its usual 
standard of dulluess that one hardly dared 
to hope for so much honour as a visit from, 
King Sol, but he graced tho occasion alf 
the ‘same and everyone said “Isnt this 
lovely?” 

I had always heard that Queen Helena, 
formerly Princess Helena of Montenegro, 
was one of the most beautiful of, living 
women, bat I think she is certainly the 
most radiantly beautiful creature I have 
ever seen. The form of her face appears 
Perec but her colouring is even more ao. 

jwellers in southern countries are often 
0 pale with somewhat opaque complexions, 
whereas Queen Helena has an exquisite 
colour and a skin which reminds one of 
polished ivory. Everyone seemed quite 
fascinated as they gazed at her and sho 
looked equally pleased as she drove along. 
(One does not wonder that she is adored by 
her own people. ‘The King looked small 
in comparison, as our Prince of Wales does, 
when seated beside the Princess. He also 
looked far graver than his Ipvely wife and 
siniled less at the enthusiasm of the crowd, 
but it is said that be was much impressed, 
by the welcome accxrded him and quite 
longs to come and pay us another visit. 
We will hope it will be of longer duration , 
next time. 

* One notable feature of the day was the, 
almost entire absence of organ grinders 
in the streets; being mostly Italians I 
suppose they were busy watching the 
procession, any way they were not dis- 
coursing about “Dolly Grey” or “The 
Honeysuckle and the Bee. One quite 
missed them.

Anyone 
who walks through the streets in the

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‘the poor ragged mites dancing away to 
the accompanimeat of the friendly piano 
organ, must feel that great happiness 
would be taken out of these poor litile 
pevple's lives were tite music stopp:d, and 
their joys are very few so it seems hard 
to take perhaps the greatest ove away 
from them. 


A Sad Young Life. 

When a young couple discover that life 
passed in cach ‘other’s company is in- 
supportable and separation or mayhap

Libel ina Novel. ' 

Mr. Justice Grantham was occupied a 
few days ago trying a most singular case. 
‘The trouble arose out of a novel written 
by Major Woodgate; the defendant, called 
“The Unwritten Commandment.” In it 
the plaintiff affirmed that he had libelled 
her. It came out in evidence that Major 
Woudsate and Mrs. Wallis, the ylintith 
first became acquainted some eight or ning 
years ago when he was a eubidtern, and 
they resided together for a time in a flat 
off Tottenhan: Court Road. Later. diff 
ences arose and they separated ; he went 
to Egypt with his regiment. In the novel 
the heroine is called Constance Winter, 
Constince being Mrs. Wallis’s Christian 
name, and “Winter” a name she 
adopted for a time in India where she 
lived with her husband who became 
inéane. Constance Winter is described as 














the wickedest woman in England,” a 
woman who decoys young men into her 
fist and plays cards with them in order to 
swindle them. ‘The fixt, with its drawing- 
room, which contsiued an aleve where the 
card-playing weat on, is also described 
jwith great fidelity and several vitnesses 
proved that it could be easily recognised 
from the description as Mrs. Wallis’s room. 
The jury seemed to agree aud gave her 
the verdict and the Judge awarded her 
£25 damages, which seems somewhat little 
in face of the evidence, more especially 
as Mrs. Wallis stated on oath that she 
never played cards herself nor had them 
played in her flar. 


Death of an Interesting Novelist. 

In this morning's papers there is an an 
nouncement of the death of Henry Seton 
Merriman, the novelist, one of the most 
charming of our present-day writers. 
Mr. Blerriman had been in bad 
health for some years, but his death, 
which was very sudden and quite un- 
expected, was caused by appendicitis, a 
complaint which we sre learning to 
dread almost as much as pneumonia and 
diphtheria. Of «ll Mr. Merriman’s works, 
I think “The Sowers” has always appexled 
to me most. “ With Edged Tools ” was very 
charming and “The Vultures” wonderfully 
clever, but to my mind nothing over 
equa'led the descriptions of Russo-Polish 
life and the horrors of Siberian exile as 
portrayed in **The Sowers ;” it was just, 
aunting. I see that’ Mr. Merriman’s last 
work, *Barlxsch of the Guard,” has just 
gone into its second edition. ' It appears 
to be generally liked, but will never, in my 
estimation, rank with former works of this 
gifted and deeply regretted writer.

Report to tae Worxs Cossurrer ox 
THE COMPARATIVE cost oF Exrexstox 
Scusurs or 1901 axv 1903, 

In__ presenting this Report I have 
considered it ‘advisable to forward 
copies of the original estimates compiled 
in 1901 for the general re-organisation 
and extension of the Council’s electricity 
undertaking. Let it be remembered 
that these estimates were intended to in- 
clude additional generation plant, the 
replacement of the old direct current 
open type lamps by alternating, enclosed 
transformers, and labour of erectin; 
machinery, building new fiue and general 
structural’ alterations. They did not 
Provide for the extension of mains, the 
purchase of line material such as in- 
sulators, poles, brackets, sub-station 
gear, ete., etc. Further, the estimates 
Were based upon a plant requirement for 
47,166 equivalent 5 C.P. lamps (includ- 
ing public arc lamps) at the end of 1905 
whereas the actual equivalent at the 
present time, two years in advance so to 
speak, is 45,600. From this statement 











it will be apparent that the growth of 
electricity has exceeded the anticipations 
of two years ago, the natural sequence 
being that we tind ourselves still short 
of the requisite power in boilers. An- 
other matter to be remembered is the 
200 K.W. added above the original speci- 
fications which called for two 500 K.W. 
sets. 

‘The acceptance of Messrs, Forranti’s 
tender for 600 K.W. sets increased the 
plant capacity in generations by 200 
K.W., and at the same cost practically 
as 500 K.W. cots. Boiler power was not 
originally reckoned for this. 

Next we come to the decision of the 
Committee to adopt mechanical stokers. 
Also to be added is the motor-generator 
for supplying direct current for operating 
lift motors in the Central District, its 
controlling switchboard and the cables 
for the trunk main. Add to these the 
line materials, “cost of erecting 
mains, foundations for motor generator 
and erection in engine-room. It is not 
considered advisable to retain the exist- 
ing roof over the Electricity Works. Al- 
though’ it was suitable more or less for 
the old - arrangement of generating 
plant, the present: laying out of the 
boilers and engines in relation to one an- 
other render the one roof undesirable ; 
the proper method witl be to have a 
separate steel roof each for boiler 
and engine house. ‘The old roof 
of 80 feet span, supported upon ‘wood, 
will therefore be removed and its place 
taken by two steel supported roofs of 40 
feet. span each. 5 

Another important inclusion in 
these new estimates is’ the amount 
allowed for extension of mains, equip- 
ment of gub-stations, house  ser- 
vices, poles, insulators, line materials 
and meters, which hitherto it has not 
been customary to include in the Es- 
timates. A sum of Tis. 35,000 is allowed 
for expenditure on this particular work 
during 1904. 

In this report I have not_mentioned 
many of the details which are included in 
the estimates, neither has any provision 
been made for generating plant to sup- 
ply the Tramways Company with power; 
this latter contingency would necessitate 
a separate loan which, in any caso would 
not, 60 I believe, be required until 1905. 
For these reasons no mention of expendi- 
ture in traction generators has beon 
made. Jt is not anticipated that further 
extensions of the buildings will be called 
for until 1905. In the event of the tram- 
way scheme taking form, it is likely the 
main flue and economiser will have to ba 
removed and the main chimney shaft ro- 
placed by another of larger area and in 
more suitable position, probably in 1905 
or late in 1904. Without tramways it 
may be possible to carry on with the 
existing flue and shaft until tho end of 
1905. Plans have already been submitted 
showing the general ided of Powor House 
Extension to accommodate 5,000 K.W. 
or say 6,700 Horse power. By the em- 
ployment of steam turbines and boilers 
of greater power than those echeduled, 
the total capacity of the Power House 
might be etill further increased. 

The estimates for 1904 and 1905 are 
necessarily somewhat empirical. It. will 
be observed that: the depreciation allowed 
for 1905 1s much greater than in ite pre- 
ceding year. It is brought about by the 
writing off depreciation on all the new 
plant, both generating and distributing, 
installed this (1903) year, whereas in 
1904, the first year of its working, no 
depreciation is allowed. To be on the 
safo side, interest on loans is allowed for 
over the twelve months of the year, but 
in actual practice this will not be the 
case, 60 that we aro justified in anticipat- 
ing larger profits than those shown in 
these rough estimates.

To conclude, I wish to point out that 
an abnormal demand for the use of elec- 
tricity in Shanghai may upset the above 
calculations, and it might be n to 
further extend the generating plant to 
successfully deal with a more general ad- 
option of electricity for both power and 
lighting purposes. It is almost a cer 
taincy the distributing main will have, in 
many cases, to be extended and in others 
enlarged to supply existing and now 
areas. ‘To anticipate this, a sum of Tis. 

,000 is allowed for 1905; its provision 
may be looked for from profit on work- 
ing account of 1904 and 1905. ‘Ihe use of 
clectricity amongst the Chinese popula- 
tion has practically only just com- 
menced; amongst this section of tho 
community 1 look for the most profitable 
consumers, and am of opinion that once 
the natives appreciate its uses, the field 
of operations of this department will be 
very greatly extended. It may also be 
expected a good demand will be found 
for driving machinery of various kinds 
by means of electric motors. ‘Tho 
beneficial results this has upon elec 
tricity supply undertakings, are so well 
known as to need no comment. From 
the foregoing it may bo scen that the 
extension of the Department must con- 
tinually increwe with the number of its 
consumers and the growth of the Settle- 
ment. All extensions must therefore be 
viewed in the light of expedients to mieet 
requirements for a certain time and do- 
mand only, the limit of which it is im, 
sible to foresee. Below are figures ar

‘The above figures would seem to justify 
the additional expenditure on extensions. 
Large profits, iv has been decided, are not 
aimed at so much as providing electricity 
at low rates for the benofit ef the com- 
munity. 

In ‘the accompanying cheets will bo 
found details showing now the various 
cstimates of expenditure are arrived at. 
‘The 1901 estimates (which did not include 
extensions of mains) aggregated £22,315 
and ‘Tis. 32,550 which at exchange 2/3 
equalled ‘Tis. 2su,804. ‘The scheme here 
under report is’ estimated to require 
£12,275 and Tis. 50,035 making exchange 
at 2/3 Tis. 156,691 (less by sale of 
old engines, dynamos, alternators and 
boilers ‘Tle. 22,000) Tis. 134,691. To this 
should perhaps be added 5 per cent for 
contingencies bringing the total to Tis. 
141,000. It is seen the original 
estimate called for an expenditure of 
‘Tis, 230,784 during 1902, 1903, and 1904. 
The new estimates call for ‘Tis. 141,000. 
No profit on working account for 1903 or 
1904 has been taken into consideration in 
arriving at these figures. The profit for 
this year will be mostly swallowed up by 
the cost of converting the fan motors for 
the fifty eycle operation. ‘The profit of 
1904 may be dealt with as may seem best 
at a later date; it therefore has been 
disregarded herein.

Sin,—My attention has been repeated 
ly called to your letter to me of 22nd 
October Inst, which was published with 
the Council’s Minutes of 18th ult. in 
which. you take occasion, in accepting my 
offer for the surrender of land required 
for the Extension of the Weihaiwei Road, 
to state that in no other case of foreign 
ownership had it been found necessary 
to make any payment from the public 
funds for this purpose. 

AAs you appear, in making this state- 
ment, to ignore the grounds on which I 
claimed and obtained compensation, I 
am compelled, in justice to myself, to 
refer to the matter again and offer the 
following explanations for publication :— 

(@) The land was acquired by mo part- 
lyin November, 1899, and partly in 
December 1900, i.e. before any public 
road had been proposed, and there could 
be, therefore, in my case, no question of 
compulsory free surrender. 

2) The land was occupied by me, and 
ad been carefully laid out, drained, 
planted, turfed, ete. 

(3) The land’ forms one lot with my 
property on the Bubbling Well Road, and 
there was no necessity, in my case, for 
a new road to give access to it. 

I would add that the price I named on 
the 29th September, 1903, for the land 
was based, for the purpose of the road, 
on the assessed valuation of B.C. Lot 
3261 for the first: six months of this year, 
viz: ‘Tl. 1,200 per mow, whereas the 
assessed valuation for the last half of this 
year is at the rate of Tis. 1,600 per mow, 
for B.C. Lots 3261 and 3550. : 

This will chow my willingness to faci- 
litate, as far as I was able, the making 
of the road, towards the cost of the 
construction of which I have also agreed 
to pay my share. 

Tn conclusion, I would ask you to 
kindly give this letter the same publicity 
which you ‘have given to the other 
letters which have already passed be- 
tween us on the subject.

Chang Chih-tung will soon join the Wai- 
wupu, a man of His Excellency’s experi- 
ency being needed on that Board duriv;

Dispatches received fromm Hunch’un, the 
principal market town of Kirin province, 
situated near the northernmost point of the 
Corean Empire and about sixty-five miles 
to the west of the Russian Possict Bay, 
report that a body of 1,00 armed Coreans 














the land they had encroached upon and 
so refused to leave Chinese territory. 
‘A conflict accordingly arose between the 
Chinese and Coreans which lasted nearly 
twenty-four hours without any advantage 
toeither side. Another body of Chinese 
troops are on their way to reinforce Gener- 
al Liu’s force and'a determined effort will 
then be made to drive off the Coreuns. It 
is farther reported that several Russians 
are with the Coreans. 
The Spread of Anti-Russi: me 
Letters received from various parts of 
the Empire contain news of the rapid 
wead of the Anti-Rusvian movement in 
the country and the .establishment of 
Anti-Russian societies with the avowed 
‘object of strengthening the hands of the 
Government in opposing the permanent 
eccupation of Manchuria by Russia, In 
Canton alsy there has been started a 
Society of this kind whose membership 
is being daily augmented to an encourag- 
ing degree. Branch societies are also 
being rapidly organised in other cities of 
Kuangtung and Kuangsi provinces, 

















28th December, 
The Crisis. 

According to a dispatch received by 
the Waiwupu recently from Hu Wei-té, 
the Chinese Minister at St. Petersburg, 
the return to St. Petersburg of Viceroy 
Alexeieff, so often given out by the Rus- 
sian Government and newspapers, is a 
mere canard and intended merely to gain 
time, “as there is no intention that 
Vicetoy Alexcieft shall leave Liaotung 
for a iong time to come yot.”” 

A Peking Dispatel 
reports that the Chinese Government, 
after a consultation with the United 
States and Japanese Ministers, has re- 
cently joined the two Powers in making, 
a demand on the Corean Government 
for the opening of the city of Wiju 
(Xi_ Chou) to international’ trade as 
a Treaty port, the Chinese Minister 











from the Corean town of Ch'ingyuan 
(Kyengheung) have crossed over into 
Kirin territory to a point about twenty- 
five miles {south-east of Hunchun, Ch'ing- 
yuan being about fifty-five miles south. 
east of that market town. It is further 
stated that as soon as the Tartar General of 
Kirin (ChaogKéng) heard of this, he atonce 
dispatched a Chinese General named Liu, 
with about a similar number of troops 
(four battalions), to drive back the Coreans: 





The latter, 
however, had in the meanwhile made 
every preparation to permanently occupy

The Russian Position 

It is reported in mandarin circles that 
the Russian position, as stated in a re- 
cent dispatch by M.’Lessar to the Wai- 
wupu, is to the effect that no conference 
can bo held in regard to Manchuria 
prior to Viceroy Alexeieff’s journey to 


g| St. Petersburg for an audience of tho 


Czar, and further that unless China re- 
turns every candareen of tho sixty ml- 
lion tacls she owes Russia, the Russian 
Government cannot possibly enter into 
any arrangement with the Chinese Go- 
yornment with regard to the withdrawal 
of Russian troops from the Manchurian 
provinces. As according to the preced- 
ing paragraph Viceroy Alexeieff has no 
intention of going to St. Potersburg, the 
situation in Manchuria can easily be 
imagined. In consoquence of this it is 
stated that those in power at Peking 
have now come to the opinion that noth- 
ing but an appeal to arms can settle the 
question. 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung. 
It is now reported that if China should 
decide to go to war with Russia for the 
ion of Manchuria, Viceroy Chang 
will probably be soon sent back to the 
Hukuang Viceroyalty to supervise the 
raising of large bodies of modern-armed 
troops and to push on the manufacture 
of small arms and ammunition, for which 
thero are well appointed factories in Han: 
, opposite Wuchang. It is thous 
Ghat Vieeroy Chang’ will do much better 
there than as a Minister in the Waiwupu.

Reinforcements for Shanhaikuan, 


A Peking dispatch from’a reliable source 
states that in view of the unreasonable 
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attitude ofthe Russians in Manchuria, 
caggravated by the repeated raids of Russian 
troops into Jého territory and the prefec- 
ture of Chéngté, Chihli province, which lie 
outside Shanhaikuan, on the pretext of 
pursuing fleeins bands of Hunghutze (Red 
beards) ban the Empress Dowager 
after consulting with Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
Kai and General Ma Yii-k’un, bas com- 
-manded the dispatch of large reinforce- 
ments to the vicinity of Shanhaikuan. These 
reinforcements, it is stated, are to consist 
rineipally of mounted troops and field art 
ery, the commandant of which is to have the 
- discretion of entering Manchurian territory 
whenever he sees fit, but his main duty 
will be ent further invasion into 
Chihli and Jého territory by Russian troops 
for the present, until events necessitate 
a general hostile advance into Manchuria. 
Chinese Students for Belgium. 

A Wuchang dispatch states that through 
the exertions of the Belgian Consul at 
Hankow, H.E. Tuan Fang, Governor of 
Hupeh and Acting Viceroy of the Hukuxng 
provinces, has decided to send to Brussels 
about thirry young men, selected for their 
intelligence and ability from the various 
Western Learning schools in Wuchang 
aud Hanyang, to obtain a technical and 
scientific education in that countr . This 
is indeed a step in the right direction, and 
proves H.E. Governor Tuan Fang to be 
the able statesinan he is. 

German Consular Jurisdiction. 

According t» a Pekiug dispatch. Prince 
Ching has Teen notified by the German 
Minister that the German Government has 
decided to appoint a Consul to reside in 
the port of Ichang, Hupeh province, who 
is to have charge of German interests in 
the three prefectures of Ichang, Chingchou, 
and Shibnan, in Hupeh province, us well 
as the whole of Szechuan province, duties 
hitherto taken charge of by the German 
Consul at Hankow.

SCHOOL.

How largea place the Public School fillsin 
the life of the Settlement was evident from 
the crowded state of thy Lyceum Theatre 
on Wednesday afternoon when the Christ- 
mas entertainment was followed by the 
xnnusl prize-giving.

‘After the performance the curtain rang up 
again to discover on the platform, grouped 
around atable of prizes, the Chairman of 
the Municipal Council (Mr. W.G. Bayne), 
the members of the Educational Com. 
mittee, Mr. G. Lanning, (Principal) and 
Mr. G. M. Billings (Vice-Principal.) 

‘afr, Bayne had some interesting remarks 
to make about the school. He said :— 

Before proceeding to the distribution of 
prizes, I must ask you to allow,me to say 
1X few words in explanation and appreciation 
Of the work which hasbeen done by the 
committee of the Public School. The 
growing prosperity of Shanghai has brought 
with it a considerable increase of popu- 
lation, and an increased demand for cleri- 
cal Inbour. In order to allow the children 
of parents who have not the inclination, or 
perhaps the means, to send their children 
fo be educated at home, in order to 
allow these children toenter into the clerical 
competition, .it is the endeavour of 
to committee to provide on the spot 
the kind of education required to qualify 
for the higher branches of commerce, 
to fit—as one of thecommittee so aptly, 
puts it—to fit the children to become, if 
not the captains, at least the lieutenants 
of industry. ‘This is the work to which 
the Public School Committee have ad- 
dressed themselves during the past nine 
months. With what energy they have 
pursued their labours and with what single- 
ness of they have approached their 
task, only those who have been occasionally 
allowed to peep behind the curtain can 
know anything about. And what has been 
done? ‘Their first endeavour has been to 
unify and simplify the course of instruction. 
First of all a standard had to be set, and 
‘accordingly the Cambridge 
local examinations was, not 
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“Pachaikowsky. 
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‘as is sometimes erroneously stated, but 
“adapted” to meet local requirements. 

‘The selection of a British standard is 
not to be taken as implying tlie in- 
feriority of any other system of educa- 
tion. But clearly some choice had to be 
made, To attempt the amalgamation of 
any two differing systems, say the British 
and the American, would only have led 
to confusion. In’ selecting the British 
the Committce were guided by considera- 
tions such as these:—{1) There was no 
school in existence where a purely British 
education could be obtained. Ameri- 
can, German, and French schools 
were already” established, of which 
some are subsidised out of public funds, - 
where an excellent course of education, 
approximating to their respective 
national systems, was to be had. (2) The 
Committee had’ the less hesitation m 
coming to their conclusion since it was 
ascertained that ont of every nine 
echolars eight were the children of British 
subjects. 

As far as we can judge the action 
‘of the Committee appears to have been 
justified by the result. Thero may have 
been some natural reluctance to change 
to be overcome in the first instance, but, 
once finally determined upon, "both 
teachers and taught loyally accepted the 
new <urriculum and ‘entered upon its 
study with zest. That it has met with the 
approval of parents may be gauged by tho 
number attending the school which, far 
from showing any diminution, is slight- 
ly increased. We are encouraged to ex- 
pect, therefore, that, as tho merits of the 
hew system become better known, they 
will be better appreciated, and that as the 
standard of education 1s gradually raised 
‘an increasing number of scholars will bo 
found to take advantage locally of educa- 
tional opportunities which could formerly 
only be obtained at greater expense 
elsewhere. 

So much for general _ principles. 
But, of course, the time and atten- 
tion ‘of the Committeo have neces- 
sarily been largely occupied with the 
consideration of questions of detail. Did 
time permit. it might ve useful to touch 
upon some at least of these, such a8: 

(a) Increase of staff. Change of status 
of irasters. Increases of salary. Municipal 
privileges. 

(v) New and uniform series of text- 
books in place of the previous mediey. 


(c) Independent examiners instead of 
echeol staff as formerly. 

(a) The improved education and the in- 
creased expenditure would appear to 
justify a slight increase in the school fees. 
which will probably be brought into 
force at the beginning of tho year. 

I should like to read you a memor- 
andum sent mo by one of the members 
showing the intentions of the members. 
“The School Committeo will not, consider 
its Iabours are at an end until it has 
established at the S. P. S. the best and 
most modern system of commercial 
education which can be found, and with 
this in view it is constantly enquiring in- 
to the new and improved methods which 
obtain at, similar institutions at home. 
‘What it has done so far, is merely the 
laying a foundation on general lines:”” 
I think this will chow not only their 

but the honesty of their inten- 
tions. I have however taken up too much 
of your time—and I will now only add 
that I am pleased to have this oppor- 
tunity of thanking the Committee and 
the masters of the Public School, for ail 
the good work they have done on behalf 
of the ratepayers, tho parents and tho 
children of Shanghai in the important 
matter of education, and I am sure you

THE : 
‘CHINA ASSOCIATION 
DINNER. 


‘The annual dinner in London of the 
China Association, held at the Whitehall 
Rooms on the 17th of November, brought 
together, as-it always does, most of the 
ten who have been prominently as- 
sociated with China during the past half 
century. Alfred Dent, K.C.M.G., was 
the Chairman and there were about 220 
present, After the loyal toasts; Mr. W. 
Keswick, M.P., proposed “‘The Imperial 
Forces of the ‘Crown’? associating with 
the sentiment the names of Admiral Sey- 
mour “whose great achievements in 
Northern China ‘have been the admira- 
tion of everyone,” and.Colonel Crawford. 
_ Admiral Seymour made a spirited and 
interesting reply, though he apologised at 
the outset for that, being a sort of official 
at the moment, he could not say very 
much about the Far East or Japan. 
“But I will say that the evacuation of 
Manchuria by Russia hardly comes with- 
in the lines of things probable, even 
though we are told this upon Russian 
authority ””—a statement which natural- 
ly enough was received with laughter. 
‘The Admiral wonb on: “As regards 
Japan the position of Corea is of vital 
importance, and I do not think we can 
blame Japan for takitig steps in the mat- 
ter.. It appears. to -me pretty evident 
that a war must take place sooner or later 
upon the question of Corea... . When 
I wont out to China as Admiral I looked 
about me and:observed that the idea was 
‘of “spheres -of “influence; ” after a time 
Tasked myself what was a ‘sphere of in- 


fluence,’ and I concluded that a ‘sphere 
of influence’ meant a ‘sphore of im- 
fluence’ for that particular nation and 
nobody elso. 1 changed my idea to: that 
of ‘the open door,’ and am stil an advo- 
cate of that policy. 1 believe in the 
Japanisation of China because I be- 
lieve it will lead to the integrity 
of China for the whole of the world. I 
think this will be a long time in accom- 
plishment, but it may bea menace to the 
world. It may not bo im our time, and 
I think we can only work for ourselves 
and the immediate succeeding ~genera- 
tion.” Before sitting down Admiral Sey- 
mour congratulated his China friends 
‘on the appointment, of “an excellent and 
distinguished officer, now at this table, 
to succeed our present very able Com- 
mander-m-Chief there.” 

‘The President's speech in giving the 
toast of the evening was of that mingled 
optimism and pessimism which seems in- 
evitablo in thinking of things in China. 
Referring to the internal disturbances: 
and the outside political complications, 
Sir Alfred Dent romarked : 

“The benefits that have accrued to the 
British Empire throughout all these m= 
cidents are nob yet apparent—(laughter) 
—as tho small acquisitions of territory 
which we have made round the thinly 
inhabited districts of the harbours of 
Hongkong and Weihaiwei are but, specks 
on the map as compared with the ter- 
ritorial aggrandisement of other Powers. 
Our statesmen, indeed, seem to have 
avoided territorial agurandisement as 
much as possible, and 1 havo no doubt, 
they had-very good reasons for doing 60, 
but it is amusing, in faco of what other 
Powers have done, to find it recorded 
that we gave up our occupation of Chu- 
san so a5 not-to humiliate China, or to 
wound the susceptibilities of France; and 
that we hauled down our flag at Port 
Hamilton, returning those three little 16- 














sibilities and such work must be done 
the foresight, motives and self-interest 
of private capitaliste.- ‘The speaker pro- 
ceeded, with a plain’ speaking which was 
apparently scarcely appreciated; but 
which contains undoubtedly’ an’ element 
of sound reasoning :—"It is of very little 
use for us to pile up concessions on paper, 
and to point as we have so often ‘done 
with pride to the comparative share 
which has been allotted to us in contrast 
to the share allotted to foreign countries 
in the railway development of China,. if 
British conccssionaires alone among the 
nations of Europe take no steps to: profit 
by the advantages which’ they havo 
gained. I think I may go further “and 
say that Ido not think it is honourable 
‘or consistent for us to press upon China 
the urgent ‘necessity of developing: her 
resources a6 soon as possible, and-at the 
‘same time claim for ourselves the priority 
of the right of initiative over large areds 
of her most fertile provinces, tho exer 
cise of which is to be indefinitely post’ 
poned.. However that may be,’ I 
think it is impossible to view” thé

Surnny.—This year’s Vintage hay been 
extremely small, caused by the ravages of 
insects, ‘aided very much by a verv dry 
summer. The wine made seems to have fair 
strength, and will, we hope, prove to be of 
an average quality, The vineyards that 
have been planted with American vines seem 
to be doing well, and there is every reason 
to believe that their introduction into Spain 
will prove to be a success. In a normal 
year the quantity of wine produced would 

ave been much larger than it is. As for 
the quality of this year's wine the mostos 
are still on the less, and until thev are 
tacked in the end of December nothing can 
‘be said about it.

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THE EMPRESS 
OF INDIA-QUANGTAI 
COLLISION. 


A MORE convincing judgment has 
seldom been given in a collision case 
than that delivered yesterday after- 
noon by Sir Hiram Wilkinson in the 
case of the sinking of the Chinese 
cruiser Quangtai Ey the R, M.S. 
Empress of India. Admiralty Courts 
have a’ weakness in cases of this kind 
for finding both ships to blame and 
dividing the loss, and a clear, fully- 
reasoned, decision like that delivered 
yesterday, in which both Assessors 
concur, is admirable in itself, unplea- 
sant as it must necessarily be to the 
Canadian Pucific Railway Company. 
‘The summary of the judgment which 
will be found in another column 
shows that the Chief Justice found 
for the Chinese cruiser on every 
point, and it will be seen with 
satisfaction that His Lordship was 
careful to absolve the captain of the 
cruiser from the charge that he com- 
mitted suicide. It speaks well for 
the officers and men of the cruiser, 
and especia'ly well for their counsel, 
that they have surmounted so well 
the disadvantages under which, in 
the absence through death of their 
captain who was in charge of the 
navigation at the time, they laboured 
in having their evidence pitted 
against that of a number of highly- 
trained British officers. Great sym- 
pathy must be felt with Captain 
Marshall, who was only called to the 
bridge of his steamer at the last 
moment, but there can be no ques- 
tion that substantial justice has been 
done, in a collision which, occurring 
as it did in the open sea, was so easily 
avoidable and so entirely unnecessary.

Tr is not at all unnatural that to 
so sporting a people as the British 
the idea of racing should intrude 
even into business. It always has, as 
a matter of fact, and always will, up 
to a certain point to which we will 
refer later. We have seen it ashore 
and afloat. For years past the rail- 
way companies at home have had 
periodical attacks of competitive 
fever during which they have 
rushed their trains from one end of’ 
the kingdom to the other at record- 
breaking rates, and now that the 
locomotives are having comparative 


rest the motors are taking wp the 
‘running. ‘There is a craze for reck- 
‘Jess speed which has not reached its 
ilimit even yet. Electric trains have 
already traversed more. than 130 
;miles in an hour, and with the most 
‘improved mono-rail system are ex- 
pected to improve considerably on 
that. 

What ocean racing has been, a 
sea-going community like ours has 
had opportunity of knowing for more 
than half a century "Long before the 
days of steam, and when the Suez 
Canal was no more than a thought in 
the brain of Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
there were China tea-clippers that 
made marvellous times with the new 
season's product for the London mar- 
ket. Vessels like the Thermopyle 
and the Leander have been seen Was 
in a “cut down” condition since 
their palmy days were over and 
their place as racers taken by 
erack Glens or Castles. These, 
when tea trade was tea trade, 
went up to Hankow to load, and got 
what figure they liked to ask for the 
new tea. hen, loaded to the full, 
even saloon and cabins crammed 
sometimes, the rush began. Full pelt 
down the Yangtze, a little pause or 
none at Woosung, and then to Singa- 

re for coal, and so through the 

anal home in 30 days as the Sticling 
Castle once did it. Such things 
don’t happen nowadays. China tea 
cannot countenance such extrava- 
gance. 

How about the Atlantic? There the 
opportunity to race comes almost 
daily, und tili within recent years the 
temptation to resort to it has been 
difficult to resist. British companies 
pitted themselves against each other 
and against competitors of all races, 
and so the passage came down from 
three weeks to two and then to one, 
since which time the records have 
only been beaten by an hour or two 
atatime. Then it began to be seen 
that the racers did not pay. And 
no wonder. A comparison between 
the crack German liner, the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II, and one of the latest 
White Star vessels, the Cedric, re- 
veals some startling differences. Both 
are between 20,000 and 21,000 tons. 
Yet notwithstanding this similarity 
in size the German steamer is said to 
have cost at least twice as much as 
the White Star vessel to build. Their 
coal consumption per day is 650 tons 
for the crack as compared with 250 
for theother. This with other things 
requires a three-fold greater engine- 
room contingent for the German 
vessel, which in addition carries 








nothing like the cargo that can be 
stowed away in the holds of her 
rival. In every way, therefore, 
except that of speed, the British boat 
has the advantage, and this ex- 
perience has been sufficient to induce 
most British companies to abstain 
any further from snatching at the 
shadow of speed with the risk of losing 
the dividend substance. We are for 
the time being therefore second to 
Germany in the race to New York. 
But this inferiority is not one which 
our Government, on cruising thoughts 
intent, was willing to allow to re- 
main, They have therefore decided 
upon the subsidy to the Cunard line 
which is to provide. vessels of 25 
knots. As things are these vessels 
could not possibly pay without the 
Government's assistance, ‘The re- 
turn of the company will be the 
quickening of the mail delivery and 
the surrender of the vessels for 
cruising purposes whenever required, 
Vessels of eighteen knots or there- 
abouts may, in the Atlantic service, be 
expected to pay a fair dividend with- 
out subsidy. ‘This of itself shows the 
wonderful strides that have ‘been 
made in ocean travel since the early” 
days of steam traffic. Then eighteen 
knots would have been looked upon 
as beyond the reach of possibility. 
Now we find it an economical speed. 
Such are some of the results of this 
semi-sporting, semi-businesslike craze 
for speed. 

Latest statistics seem to show that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
fast German boats land their. pas- 
sengers in less than six days from 
Plymouth while the British take. 
about seven from Liverpool, the 
British boats are quite as well- 
patronised as their more expensive 
competitors. In fact it would appear 
that for ordinary mortals the days 
when the hastiest possible passage 
from shore to shore was welcomed as 
a boon are over. Vessels are now of 
such dimensions that except in very 
bad weather there is hardly any 
ickness in the best parts of the

‘The majority of modern books publish- 
ed about Japan attempt to initiate the 
reader more or less fantastically into the 
quaint, cxotic civilisation of that dainty 
country. Very fow authors are willing 
or ablo to face its scrious historical and 
political explimations. M. Dumolard, 
has however, done this very compre- 
hensively in’341 pages literally crammed 
with statisties and information. On every 
subject he has an intelligent and well- 
informed opinion to offer, while all the 
tables of figures concerning exports, im- 
ports, school children, population, cur- 
reney, ete., appear to bo at his finger 
tips. ’ Art, ‘religion, woman’s rights, aro 
dismissed in ono chapter to mako room 
for a long and scholarly summing up of 
the now Japan, free alike from Feudalism 
and prejudices. For those who desire 
to trace more minutely the evolution. of 
Japan's laws and institutions, the author 
has added an appendix of the Constitu- 
tion framed in February, 1889, as well as 
a list of oxcollent books of reference. 

Having described Japan's intornal Go- 
vernment. M. Dumolard next treats of 
her external relations, defining with es- 
pecial clearness her position as regards 
Corea. On this subject no ono is better 
qualified to speak than M. Dumolard who 
not only gained. an. exceptioned insight 
into Japan during his many yoars of of- 
ficial life there but who has also studied 
Corea thoroughly and even Obina to a 
certain extent, for during the war of 1900 
he accompanied the Renef Column to Pe- 
king as a correspondent. for a well-known 
American paper. The completo and 
mature results of his many studies he has 
embodied in his book which must be 
classed with the  imost serious and 
scholarly works on Japan.

Tn view of her coming conflict with Jay 
Russia, evidently alive to the trouble Chiua 
could cause her should the Iutter ioia Japan 
‘ing to oust the invader om Mau- 
churia. and Corea, has, according to late 
dispatches from Peking, decided to concil- 
inte China by making certain concessior 
in regard to Manchuria. ‘This news was 
the other day seat by the Chinese Minister 
at St. Petersburg, Hu Wei-té, to the Wai- 
wupu, the Ministers of which reported the 
fact o the Empress Dowager, who seized 
the Muscovite olive branch with undue 
avidity and immediately commanded 
Princo Ching to open negotiations with 
M. Lessar, the Russian Minister at Peking. 
‘The wily Prince, however, refused to accept 
the responsibility of doing s+ and accord 
ingly asked to he excused on the score uf 
chronic ill health. ‘The result has been 
that the impress Dowaxer has selected 
Viceroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai for the task and it 
remains to. be seen what that astute 
official, who is a strong pro-Japanesy, will 
do. Should Chiva devour the Russian bait, 
there is no doubt that the former will 
remain neutral aud leave Japan to fight 
Russia alone. ig 
The Case of Chang Yen-mao. 

News received from Peking confirms 
the news that Chang Yen-mao, ex-Director 
of the Kaiping mines, has been cashiered 
through the denunciation of the Viceroy of 
Chihli, as stated in these columns on 
Monday, and further states tha’ the Throne 
has ordered two high officia's to proceed to 
‘Yientsin to verify the charges against 
Chang. ‘There is, however, a report that 
Chang has at considerable expense secured 
the help of the notorious eunuch Li Lien- 
ying, in-which case things may be made 
much lighter for the cashiered official. 
Preparing for Emergencies. 

A Navking dispatch states that on the 
night of the 27th instant Viceroy Wei 
‘Kuang-tao received a secret telegram from 
Peking informing H. E. that the relations 
‘between Japan and Russia were strained to 
the point of breaking avd that hos ilities 
might begin at any moment. In view of 
this H. E. was com: anded to be prepared 
for every emergency within his jurisdiction 
in the Yangtze. Viceroy Wei accordingly 
seut word the same night for the chief ofthe 
military secretariat of the Liangkiang pro- 
vince, Tactai T'ao Sén-chia, and several 
commanders of brigades who are stationed 
in Nanking, to a conference as to the 
defences of the Yangtze and concerning 
the immediate dispatch of a certain num- 
ber of troops tothe North. It was fully 
daybreak before the conference broke up. 
There is considerable military activity 
round about Nanking while instructions 
have been flashed on to the troops and

THE TONG-HAKS. 


‘The news of renewed activity on the 
part of the Togaku-to men, or Tong- 
fhaks, in Corea necessarily calls to mind, 
as Router has pointed out, the events in 
the Hermit Kingdom which led up to the 
Chino-Japanese War ten years ago. ‘The 
‘Tonghaks aro a religious ‘sect, who havo 
been advanced by circumstances from 
time to time into a political force. 
Founded in 1859 by Choi Chei-ou, the 
author of the “Great Sacred Writings,” 
their tenets are a strange blend of Con- 
fucianism, Buddhism, Taoism, and Chris- 
tianity. "The erced became popular 
and spread over the whole of southern 
Corea, but. their influence was of a 
purely religiotis character up to 1865. In 
that year there ws a persecution of the 





! Roman Catholics and vy somo mistake 





Choi Chei-ou was among the victims. 
His death caused intense mdignation and 
a deep resentment against tho Govern- 
ment, which was fostered by the general 
discontent in the country. It was not, 
however, until 1893 that the irritation 
came to'a head. A strong body of Tong- 
haks went to Seoul to’ demand post- 
humous honours for their murdered 
leader and recognition for their faith. 
‘Thoy were appeased for the moment, bub, 
finding that the promises made to them 
were not kept, in April of tho followin; 

year they sect about the carrying out o} 

a threat to expel all the foreigners from 
Corea. Outbreaks occurred in several 
places in the south, and the cause became 
so popular that by May from 20,000 to| 
30,000 men were said to be in insurree- 
tion. ‘Tho Government sent troops, somo 
by land and others by sea, to suppress the 
rebels, but after gaining somo success, 


| the troops were trapped in an ambush 


among rocky fastnesees and wero badly 
beaten in “an engagement in which 
they lost 300 men and a high of- 
ficer. Encouraged by victory the rebels 
captured the capital of Cholla province, 
and exaggerated stories of their invin- 
eibility spread consternation among the 
people. The Government at Scoul ap- 
plied to China for assistance, and on the 
8th June a small force was landed in 
Corea. It found very little difficulty, so 
great was the prestige of China ten years 
ago, in suppressing the insurrection, but 
this entry of Chineso troops into the 
peninsula gave a pretext to Japan also 
to send troops, although these were not 
actually wanted. Events moved 60 
rapidiy that the Tonghaks were speedily 
forgotten, but in July Japan was demand- 
ing in the name of reform a great many 
concessions, not. from Corea but from her 
suzerain, China. On the Ist of August the 
jealousy of tho two nations had resulted 
in the outbreak of hostilities. 





THE SOOCHOW MINT. 





visiting Soochow on my Christ- 
ys, I betovk myself into the 
native City. [was walking round viewing 
the different sights that are to be found 
there, when I beheld a large foreign build- 
ing in the course of erection surrounded by 
a high brick wall.

First we exumined the wall which sur- 
rounds the Mint. This wall is 2b feet 
thick and 14 feet ie It is built entirely 
of foreign brick. Next we turned our 
altention to the various apartaents of 
the Mint, where we found the different 
machines necessary for the making of coin. 
There were many of them, all in first-class 
condition and scrupulously clean, All the 
machines I may say were of English 











make, the of a well-known 
Birmingham firm. We next visited the 
engine rooms, where three powerful 


engines were all ready to be fixed as soon 
as the roofing of the building was oom- 
pleted. ‘The horse power of the threo 
engines was 30, 19 and 75 respectively, 
After seeiug everything of importance in 
the Mint, T accompanied my host to his 
mansion, ‘where I was entertained most 
royally.’ After I had partaken of refresh- 
ment, the busy Superintendent bad to 
excuse himself and ropsix once more to 
supervise the finishing of the Imperial 
Mint at Soochow.

. THE ALLEGED 
SILK FRAUDS IN 
YOKOHAMA. 


The following, extracted from tho 
“Jay Times” of the 24th inst., is the 
official translation of the judgment of 
the Yokohama District Court in this im- 
portant case :— 

Alfred Lo Prevost, British subject, aged 
39 years, Silk Merchant, No. 87, 
Yaniashita-cho, Yokohama, accused. 

Carl Bremer, German subject, aged 37 
years, Silk and amport Merchant, 
accused. 

Tokutaro, aged 32 years, Em- 

ployee of a foreign firm, No. 962, 

Tobe-cho, Yokohama, accused. 

Nishida Yoshikata, aged 33 years, Em- 
ployee of a foreign firm, No. 41, 
Suyeyoshi-cho Sanchome, Yokohama, 
accused. 

Okazawa Kokichi, aged 32 years, Em- 
ployee of a foreign firm, No. 34, 

Miyagawacho, Yokohama, accused. 

Judgment is hereby given as follows 

in the case in which te above five a~ 

cused have been charged with having ob- 
tained by fraud entrusted goods. 


Reasons. 
The facts embodied in the indictment 
are as follows: — 


Tho accused: Alfred Le Prevost was en- 
gaged by a joint name Company, Cérnes 
and Co., of No. 50, Yamashitacho, Yoko- 
hama, import and export merchants, on 
the 1St of June, 1898, and was appointed 
as head of the Silk ‘Dept. of the Com- 
pany at No. 48 B, Yamashita-cho, and he 
was in chargo of buying and exporting 
habutai and other silk goods and manu- 
facturing handkerchiefs. The Company 
reposed confidence in Le Prevost, one of 
the accused, and not only all matters re- 
lating to the business of the Silk Depart- 
ment but also the appointment and re- 
moval of the members of the firm other 
than foreigners were left. to him. There- 
upon the accused abused the confidence 
of the Company and attempted to make 
illicit gains by dishonestly disposing of 
the goods of the Company and in com- 
plicity with the accused Bremer, and 
Sawada, Nishida and Akazawa, employees

of the Company. The tradename of 


Fraser, Farley and Co., silk exporters of 


| 








No. 250, Yamashita-cho was bought in 
the name of Bremer in November, 1900. 
The silk export business was then started 
on joint account by Le Provost and Bre- 
mer. Both were concerned in the busi- 
ness and Nishida first of all resigned his 
post in Cornes’ and entered Fraser, Far- 
ley and Co. Okazawa next joined tho 
latter firm and in this way the majority 
‘of Cornes’ employees were induced to re- 
move to Fraser, Farley and Co., Sawada 
remaining in Cornes’ placo and exclusive- 
ly engaged in keeping books and in tran- 
sacting financial matters. Thus ar- 
ranged, more than 2,100 pieces of silk 
goods belonging to Cornes and Co. were, 
from 28th November, 1900 up to 25th 
July, 1901, selfishly taken out on 41 se- 
parate occasions from the godown of the 
Silk Department of the Company and sold 
and exported in the name of Fraser, Far- 
ley and Co. or Carl Bremer to the cus- 
tomens in this and other countries and 
fictitious entries wero made in Cornes’ 
books as if the goods were sold to Sawada 
Gitaro of Kitanakadori and Yoshikawa 
Eizaburo of Aioicho, brokers, thus mak- 
ing dishonest gains. 

‘The above facts, however, are not es- 
tablished by sufficient evidence. 

Under these circumstances, the offence 
should be dealt with according to the first 
part of Art. 224 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, and as to the goods taken Art. 
202 of the same Code should be applied. 

In accordance with above reasons judg- 
ment is delivered as follows :— 

Format ApsuDIcaTIon, 

The accused Alfred Le Prevost, Carl 
Bremer, Sawada Tokutara, Nishida 
Yoshikata, and Okazawa Kokichi are all 
not guilty’ of the crime charged against 
them. 

The goods taken by tho Court will bo 
returned to the respective porsons who 
have produced them. 








BRITISH FAREWELL 
RECEPTION TO 
GOVERNOR TAFT AT 

MANILA. 


From THe “Manta Times.” 





At the beautiful banquet and farewell 
receptiongiven by the English Club, on the 
10th inst., in honour of the Governor and 
Mrs. Taft, Mr. Kenny, the British Consul- 
gencral, delivered the following address to 
the Chief Executive of the islands :- 

“Your Excellency :—I have been asked 
by the British community to read to you 
an address expressive of their sentiments 
towards you and your good Indy, in view of 
your approaching departure from amongst 
us. The occasion is one which seems to call 
for both sad und joyful words of farewell, of 
regret, of good wishes, of felicitations ; but 
T can only say at present that I esteem it 
‘a privilege, as it is indeed a pleusure, to 
be asked by my nationals to present to 
you this address, which I will now proceed 
Yo read.” (Reads the address.)
